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Another Big Gusher 
Struck Thursday. 


No. 2 Expected to Equal “ Old Glory.” 


Thursday saw the birth of another big gas well north of Bow Island, and 
one which in all probability will equal if not surpass in volnme the enormous 
flow of even “Old Glory” itself, 

Boring operations were commuenced on No, 2 well about three monthe ego 
and when the big volume of gas was encountered Thursday a depth of about 
2000 fect had been reached. As far as particulars have leaked out, it appears 
that the new well has a capacity of 6,000,000 cubic fect of gas every twenty- 
four hours, with a pressure of over 600 lbs. to the square inch, and the boring 
ie still going on. 

So far, in the two wells there is now a flow of over 14,000,000 feet of gas 
every twenty-four hours. This establishes unquestionably the contentiou 
that Bow Island lies in the very centre of the gas belt, and it should therefore 
on that account in time attain some pre-eminence in the manufacturing 
world, 

It hus been the opinion heveabouts that the company was only awaiting 
tne outcome of the boring on No, 2 previous to commencing piping. If thie 
is correct, it hasnow convincing testimony that an unlimited amount of gas 
is at their disposal, Drilling operations are now cither being actively pursued 
or are about to commence on three other wells, and then the end is not in 
sight.

And at the proper time Delmars 
Jeaped out at her side, mimicking the 
uncouth, hideous bounds of the gorilla 
so funnily that the grizzled sergeant 
himself gave a short laugh like the 
closing of a padlock, They danced 
together the gorilla dance, and won a 
hand from all, 

Then began the most fantastic part 
of the scene—the wooing of the 
nymph by the gorilla, It was a kind 
of dance itself—eccentrie and prank- 
ish, with the nymph in coquettish and 
seductive retreat, followed by the gor- 
illa as he sang ‘‘I’ll Woo Thee to My

THE KAISER’S SECRET DREAD 


What does the future hold for me? 
What is to be my fate? These vital 
questions agitate the minds of most of 
us, more or less, And, judging by the 
revelations of the writer of ‘‘Recollee- 
tions of a Society Clairvoyant,’’ no 
people are more superstitious in regard 
to signs and portents, and their rela- 
tion to the future, than royalty, Many 
of them attach great importance to 
dreams.

The Emperor of Austria has peculiar 
forebodings of imminent disaster, and 
for some months before the assassina- 
tion of the Empress Elizabeth at Gene- 
va in 1898 he was a victim to ominous 
presentiments, and frequently exclaim- 
ed, ‘‘Oh, if this year were but at an 
end!’? The Empress was a fatalist. 
‘“What is to be will be,’’ she once said. 
“Tt has been predicted that I and my 
two sisters will all meet with violent 
deaths. Personally, I do not dread a 
sudden death.’’ And ecnriously enough, 
after the assassination of the Empress, 
her sister, the Duchess D’Alencon, met 
a death in the terrible Bazaar fire in 

aris, while the ex-Queen Sophia of 
Naples, the third sister, anticipates 
meeting as violent a death as that of 
her two sisters. . 

It is a curious fact that. for some 
days before the Tmpress was murder- 
ed, and on the day of her death, a large 
black raven was obsefved constantly 
flying near her bedroom window at the 
hotel where she was staying. And it 
is a tradition of the Austrian royal 
family that a black bifd and a white 
lady always foretell death. It is also 
said that when a member of the reign- 
ing house of Germany is about to die, 
the white lady—supposed to be the 
spirit of Countess Agnes Orlamunde, 
who murdered her first husband and her 
two children, as they constituted an ob- 
stable to her marriage with one of the 
ancestors of the Kaiser—always ap- 
pears. 

The white lady appeared to Freder 
ick the Great. on the eve of his death 
and in 1806 she came to Prinee Fred- 
erick of Prussia before his death at the 
Battle of Saalfeld. A number of of 
ficers also saw her, the Prince being 
at the time in their company. 

The present Kaiser is firmly convince 
ed that he will die by the hand of an 
assassin, This has been predicted to 
him several times—twice as a young 
man by Hungarian gipsies when he was 
visiting his friend the Crown Prince of 
Austria, at Galicia; and it is said that 
this conviction forms a constant topic 
of conversation between the Emperor 
and his friends, 


Like the late King Edward VII., the 
German Emperor is also very apprehen- 
sive of the number 13 in connection 
with any entertainment, and more than 
onee a subaltern on duty at the palace 
has been commanded at a moment’s no 
tice to join the Imperial party to avoid 
thirteen being at table. 

Many members of European royalty 
ecnsulted the writer of *‘Recollections 
of a Society Clairvoyant,’’ among them 
being the late King Leopold, Queen 
Nathalie of Servia, and King Humbert 
of Italy, ‘I did not feel,’’ says the 
author concerning King Humbert, 
‘*that I could tell him what I saw. It 
was shortly before his assassination, 
and I did my best to warn him against 
perils on a journey.

It is perhaps a matter for congratu- 
lation that many of the aeroplanes in- 
vented evince a reluctance to leave 
Mother Earth for aerial regions; other- 
wise the list of aviation tragedies might 
be considerably augmented. \ For, judg- 
ing ¥ some of the freaks described by 
Mr, Fred T. Jane in *‘All the World’s 
Airships,’’ they certainly seem more 
fanciful than practical, 

For instance, there is an American 
minister, the Rey, P. Cannon, who in 
1900 ye an airship, taking his 
idea for the design from the first and 
tenth chapters of the Book of Ezekiel 
which describes how, in the middle of 
a whirlwind, there was the likeness of 
four living creatures with wings which 
‘‘ran and returned as the appearance 
of a flash of lightning. . . . And when 
they went I heard the noise of their 
wings like the noise of great waters.’’ 


As a specification, this did not prob- 
ably satisfy the American Patent Of- 
fice in its original form; but the ma- 
chine was built, and its successor, Nze- 
kiel IT., is now in course of construc- 
tion, 

Another freak described by Mr, Jane 
is the French flapper ‘‘Collumb,’’ whieh 
has lattice wings, with slats that open 
and close as the wings rock; but there 
is no record of its haying flown, Ger 
many has, among its freaks, the Geis- 
ler ornithoplane, which has flexible 
planes running over and under rollers 
to produce what is described as a 
‘wave motion’’; and this bears the 
footnote: ‘‘No record of any success,’’ 
Another German machine, the Schulke 
flapper, has a cigar-shaped body, con 
taining the ‘‘works,’’ and paddles that 
feather on the up-stroke, giving it the 
appearance of a dissipated moth. 

Most of the freaks, however, come 
from the United States. There is the 
Hurlburt monoplane, for which it is 
claimed that the three supporting tubes 
close telescopically, The tail folds over 
on to the back of the machine. The 
wings are easily and quickly detached.

Tobacco, Lord Byron's ‘‘sublime to- 
baceo, which from east to west cheers 
the tar’s labor or the Turkman’s rest,’’ 
seems destined to offer debatable 
ground to the medical profession for 
the rest of time. Is its use beneficial? 
Is it harmful? And if one or the other, 
how? 

Not alcobol itself has so defied anal- 
ysis of its physical and mental effects 
as the wood whose popularity, follow- 
ing the discovery of America, ran like 
wildfire around the globe. It is only 
a few months since heart specialists 
attending a congress of American phy- 
sicians and surgeons at Washington dis- 
cussed the likelihood of sudden death 
from prolonged and excessive use of 
tobacco, 


Two prominent physicians in attend 
ance upon the congress declared that 
excessive smoking tends to cause an 
gina pectoris, which, as everyone knows, 
is a grave affection of the heart, Others 
of equal eminence combatted this the 
ory. At the close of a long argument 
the doctors were as far from agreement 
as at the beginning. 

One of the latest statistical inquiries 
into the effect of tobacco was conduct- 
ed by Dr. George Meylan, head of Col- 
umbia University gymnasium, whose 
findings are likely to overturn some pet 
prejudices, He experimented on two 
hundred and twenty-three students, of 
whom one hundred and fifteen, or about 
53 per cent., smoked, 

His chief aim was, of course, to de 
termine the influence, if any, of smok- 
ing on the physical and mental devel- 
opment of college students. His in

The gums of the heavy smoker often 
turn pale, The throat is so much over- 
worked that it grows weak, and renders 
its unfortunate owner unusually subject 
to colds and coughs. * 

All heavy smokers have heard of, and 
dread, smoker’s heart. But few people 
seem to know exactly what this is, It 
is not painful in the slightest. What 
excessive smoking does is to slow the 
beating of the heart, and to make it 
less regular. In facet, the heart often 
drops one beat in four or five. 

These conditions, be it noted, all 
have reference to excesses in tobaceo 
use. What constitutes exess is for each 


man to decide for himself. If one 
man’s meat is another man’s poison, 
still more true is it that one man’s 


pipe may make another man ill, 

One may find excellent arguments on 
both sides of the tobacco question. Like- 
wise may be found illustrious examples 
among both users and non-users, Among 
the latter are ex-President Roosevelt, 
most noted clergymen, many college 
presidents, and so on to the limits of a 
long list. 

In the eatalogue of users will be 
found the names of the occupants of 
every European throne except one, 
Queen Wilhelmina of Holland, it is 
said, does not smoke. This abstinence 
is not necessarily due to the fact that 
she is a woman, for many queens have 
paid tribute to Nicotin’s court. A 
Paris tobacconist who was sued not 
long ago for advertising himself with- 
out authority as a purveyor of cigar- 
ettes to ex-Queen Margherita of Italy, 
proved to the satisfaction of the court 
that he supplied her majesty regularly 
with them, And not only did he pro- 
vide her with the materials for an oe- 
easional smoke, but he declared that 
among other ladies who liked cigarettes 
were ex-Queen Amelie of Portugal, 
Queen Maria Christina of Spain, the 
Queen of Roumania, and the Empress 
of Russia. 

The late King Edward was fond of 
both cigars and cigarettes. His cigars 
were said to have cost at least a dollar 
apiece, and possibly even more, not- 
withstanding that they were imported 
duty free. Both his cigars and eigar- 
ettes were the best that could be made. 

Emperor William of Germany smokes 
enormous cigarettes, made, of course, 
specially for him, but he is not a great 
cigar smoker, He is, however, im- 
mensely fond of an old-fashioned Ger- 
man—really Dutch—pipe. The Hmperor 
of Austria prefers the Austrian manu- 
factured cigar. It is not made of Hav- 
ana tobacco, but of pure Virginia, They 
are made round a long straw, running 
from end to end, and are, in effect, 
stogies, but of the best class. The late 
King Leopold of Belgium was seldom 
without a cigarette in his mouth, al- 
This he 
had on the quiet. 

King Alfonso has never taken to cig- 
ar smoking. He was too young to smoke 
when the American War lost him Cuba. 
Before then the royal house of Spain 
had as tribute the finest Havana cigars 
made. Now, he would have to buy 
them like other people. But he is a 
keen and constant cigarette smoker. 

His favorites are the genuine Span- 
ish cigarito; these are small, of black 
Havana tobacco, and thickish paper. 
They are not gummed like other cigar- 
ettes, but merely held together at the 
ends by a tiny fold-in of the paper. 
To smoke them properly, you must re- 
roll them. This is a performance re- 


quiring much dexterity and practice. 
The smoke of these cigarettes has a 
delightful smell, but they stain the 


fingers of the smoker quite brown, 


The late King Carlos of Portugal 
smoked from forty to fifty cigars a 
day. An occasional cigarette was all 


he wanted. Pope Pius is the first pope 
known to smoke a cigar, or indeed to 
bacco in any form. Previous popes in 


history only took snuff. The Khedive 
of Egypt is a great cigarette smoker, 
but is a poor judge of tobaeco, and 


consequently is noted for the wretehed 
quality of his cigarettes, which are, of 
course, imposed upon him as the best.

What are We to do with Other 
Peoples’ Surplus Population? 


Some eonsidernble time ago I read in 


a magazine, the name of which I havo 
sompletely forgotten, a story by Mr. 
Jack London, ‘This in itself was no- 
thing extraordinary—I suppose it is pos- 
sible at one time or another to read 
in several magazines stories by Me. 
Jack London, The only remarkable 
thing about the story to me was that it 
did not deal with the frozen north or 

th the sea, It was a plain unvarnish- 
ed tale, or should it be ealled sugges- 
tion, of how to deal with surplus popu- 
lation, which, according to some philoso 
phers, is surplus wealth. Versonally, I 
have never found any difficulty in deal 
ing with the surplus of anything, and 
it struck me very forcibly that Ms. 
London rapidly going to the bad 
when he was able to deal with a sur 
plus. The descent of man has always 
aroused my curiosity, especially the des 
cent he makes when he aequires a sur- 
plus of anything, so I read that story. 

It dealt with the future, I have al- 
ways understood that Mr, London in 
his stories deals with his own experi- 
enees so that it was evident that ir 
making his descent he was striking out 
a new line and speculating in futures, 
Now the future is Mr. H. G .Well’s only 
particular domain and it was evident to 
me that Mr, London was trespassing. 
When Mr. Wells describes: the visit of 
the Martians to this earth I believe 
in that possibility, just as I used to be- 
lieve in Jules Verne and his stories of 
how to reach the moon or the bottom of 
the sea. If. Mr. Wells wrote a book 
dealing with the visit of Venus to the 
earth, { should read it with avidity. By 
the way, would not that make just as 
good a subject for a play as The Mes 
sage from Mars, A Visit from Venus— 
well—well—how busy the United States 


would become; every state would be 
passing new divorce laws. ' 
To return to Mr, London, It is as 


weal to avoid misunderstanding by put- 
ting in the Mister, To return to Lon- 
dow would be impossible without gath 
ering something of a surplus. Mr, Lon- 
don’s story was based, as IL have said, 
on the future, when China spilt over as 
in the natural course of events she must 
do. The eivilized nations have been 
very eareless about China, They have 
dealt with a very fragile and costly 
bit of vertu as if it were ordinary clay 
—and ecenstructed on the same prin- 
ciples as they themselves. China, in 
order to preserve its own balance and 
comfort, used to practise infanticide. 
It sounds horrible, but it was infanti- 
cide on a scientific seale. All children 
that were born with a defect, physical 
or material, were done away with, By 
material, | mean a defect in sex which, 
I believe, was considered a very mater- 
ial defect when a family had too many 
females in it, Everything was scien 
tifieally arranged so that the popula 
tion should be physically fit and the 
women kept in their rg aaa 

aking, this may not be exactly ac- 
tenet But it was the idea at the basis 
of China’s barbarism,

out of consideration, infants, children, 
and aged men, But the lack of an ac 
curate cénsus has, so we are told by 
this journal, proved a serious obstacle
